The Sachsenwerk in Thuringia, having on 
hand a stock of goods worth $, 000,000 Marks, owes 1,500,000 Marks for materials 
purchased® Its stock consists of motors worth 4,000,000 Marks and electrical 
equipment of an equal value. Firms have often chosen items which were easy to 
produce without concern about the salability. 0SIJ has considerable stocks 
which it has not disposed of up to this time and which it accumulated as a 
result of the Russians' cancelling or changing orders. 
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
